who send in the best samples of this 
corn. 


The Michigar state park commis- | 
sion, of which Secretary Marston, of 
the development bureau is a member,: 
has given out that it does not intend 
to use any of the funds at its dis-| 


posal for the purchase of park sites 
unless it should be deemed advisable 
to buy some tract for its historical 
interest. lt ig the plan of the com- 
mission to use all its funds for the 
development and upkeep of such park 
sites as may be donated to it and 
Mr. Marston says that those com- 
munities which hope to have parks 
maintained, partially at least, by 
state expense, should have their of- 
fers of property ready to submit to 
the commission not later than the 
next meeting, if they expect to have 
anything done this season in the way 
of surveys, making plans for improv- 
ment, ete.

TRAFFIC NEARLY RESTORED TO 
NORMAL AT SEVERAL POINTS, 
RAILROADS REPORT. 


VOLUNTEERS HELP DETROIT 


Former Railroad Men, Thrown Out of 
Work When Factories Close, Offer 
Assistance to Roads. 


Detroit—Although hundreds of strik- 
ing ralway employes were reported 
to have gone back to work before the 
expiration of the read'’s ultimatum in 
many of the backbone of the 
Strike in the chief zone of trouble— 
Chicago—appeared not to have been 
broken. 

Strikers there stoud pat demanding 
recognition of their association. They 
declared the original demands stand 
and made plans to continue the strike 
which they insist igs a success, al- 
though the railroads announce a fur- 
ther improvement in switching opera- 
tions. 

Former railway men, recruited from 
the thousands of workers released 
from Detroit's idle factories during the 
week, because of the yardmen’s strike, 
are relied upon to break through the 
freight tieup here. 

Henry Shearer. superintendent of 
the Michigan Central Railway coim- 
pany, said that volunteers have been 
ealled for, and thai the response had 
been cansiderable.

TRUNK LINE ROADS. 


Trunk line highways of Michigan 
are to be marked. throughout ‘the 
state within a short time, Frank F. 
Rogers, state highway commissioner, 
has advised Captain W. S. Gilbreath, 
manager of the Detroit Automobile 
club, 

A law authorizing the state high- 
way department to undertake this 
work was passed by the legislature. 
Last fall the highway department 
planned to start the work, it was la- 
ter decided to put off the task till 
spring. A standard design for mark- 
ers was selected last year and this 
will be used on all the routes. The 
trunk line number will be painted on 
each pole where the design is placed. 
This will enable a motorist to travel 
to any section of the state by carry- 
ing a small map: bearing the route 
numbers. 

Removal of all advertising signs 
from the roads is another project to 
be undertaken. Under the term of a 
recently enacted law the highway de- 
partment is authorized to do this. 

“We are about to mark the trunk 
lines with our «standard markers.” 
Commissioner Rogers said, “at which 
time we dre authorized to remove all 
advertising signs within the limits of 
the highway. I further. wish to ad- 
vise that we intend to enforce this 
law.”

PINS NOT LONG PERFECTED 


Production of the Really Finishee 
Product Only Dates Back to the 
Year 1824. 

In 1775 the American congress, reat 
izing the absolute neressity fer pins 
in the. development of the civilla tion 
of the country, offered a bonus of 
£50 for the first twenty-five dozen do- 
mestic pins equal to those imported 

from England. 

In 1797 Thnothy Harris of England 
devised the first solid-headed pin. 

American inventive genfus, as usual, 
continued on the job until the best 
iden was hit upon, Lemuel Wellman 
Wright of this country invented a 
machine in 1824 which gave the In- 
much headway. His machine 
made solid heads to the pins by a 
process similar to the making of nafls, 
by driving a portion of the pin itself 
Into a countersunk hole. This was 
done automatically and consisted of a 
device by which the wire wags seized 
in two small grooved cheek. When 
beth cheeks are placed face to face, 
the wire is held tightly in the groove 
with a small portion projecting, a 
small hammer connected with the ma- 
chine strikes on the projecting pore 
tion, thus forming the head. 

Seven years later, in 1831, John Ire 
Jand Howe, a doctor in Bellevue has- 
pital, New York, invented a machine 
for making perfect solid-headed pins. 
A company was organized and a fae 
iory started at Derby, Conn.

Pressure For Speedy Settlement of 
Strike Hurries Action—West

Washiugton.—The arrest of John 
Grunau, president of the Chicago 
Switchmen’s union, and other “out- 
law’? strike leaders, is but the begin- 
ning of a new round-up of radical 
Reds who have been plotting to wreck 
industry und overthrow the govern- 
ment by force ever since the failure 
of the steel strike according to gov- 
ernment officials.
